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FIRST ASCENT OF CASTLE ROCK SPIRE 


"It iss better than the Lost Arrow," said 
John Saiathe during one of his early trips 
to reconnoiter magsificent Castle Rock 
Spire, Five membors of the Rock Climbing 
Section finally echieved the goal of three 
years efforts, They reavhed the summit 
after two and a half deys of most severe 
rock climbing, 

Jim Wilson, Phil Bettlor, Will Siri, 

Ai Steck, and Bill Long started plans 
for the trip months previous to the 
leaving date. Runs in the berkeley 
Hillis had put all in good physical cone 
dition. On the evening of April 25, 
after a hike of ive trail miles and 

a steep climb up a suow filled gulley, 
the party was at the notch between the 
wall and tho spire, 

The second morning found everyone 
shouldering climbing packs and travers- 
ing over 9 series of fourth class pitches 
around the spire to e iedlge that was big 
enough for all to lie on, Here was the 
base for two days and two nights, Bill, 
Al, and Jim climbed three pitches to the 
high point established a year ago while 
Phil and Will made an inspection of the 
spire from an adjacent dome. Leaving 200 
feet of fixed ropes, the three who were 
climbing rappeled back to the sleeping 
ledge for food and a night's sleep. 

Early on the third morning Will, Phil, 
and Jim began prussicing to the high 
point while Al and Bill went to the 
notch for water and food, Will Siri 
spent most of the dey pounding pitons 
into a 100«foot crack, and at 3:30 with 
wind and mist blowing, came down to rest, 
leaving Phil and Jim to try what would 
come next. dim led a short 6th class 
pitch from the top of which he and Phil 
welked to the summit. The hour was 5:30PM 
AprLl 275/950. 

Tae fast closing darkness made further 
ciimbing that night impossible so the 
remaining three awaited daylight before 
making their trip to the suimit,. 

Two and a half days of. rock climb~ 
ing were necessary for all to reach the 
summit. At none but the last pitch was 
there a belay spot for more than one 
person. At all but the Jast belay 
spot the belayer would have to stand 
anchored by pitons. Three overhangs 
spiced by 1500 feet of exposure and 
80 degree rock made the climb most dra- 
matic, The first ascent cf Castle Rock 
Spire is another step in great rock
